The  fifth  conference  game  of  the  season  came  on  November  14 
with  the  Hattiesburg  Teachers  in  Hattiesburg.  The  Teachers  handed 
the  Demons  a  very  decisive  defeat,  the  score  being  32-0. 

The  last  game  of  the  season,  known  as  the  Annual  Turkey  Day 
Game,  between  the  Southwestern  Bulldogs  and  the  Demons  was  played 
at  home.

Coach  "Rags"  Turpin's  track  team  of  1931  and  '32  has  made  tracks  that  will  be  imprints  in 
the  minds  of  Normal  supporters  for  a  long  time.  The  record  made  by  the  boys  is  something  that 
the  College  is  proud  to  boast  of  and  we  will  always  remain  grateful  to  the  men  that  made  it 
possible. 

We  pause  to  note  the  marked  progress  that  Normal  has  made  in  the  track  and  field  sports  in 
the  past  few  years,  and  we  stop  also  to  congratulate  our  coach,  Mr.  Rags,  upon  the  work  In-  has 
achieved  with  his  track  stars — Normal   is  indeed   proud  of  you   all! 

In  1931  the  Normal  relay  team,  composed  of  Seward,  Archibald,  Walker,  and  Berry,  ranked  as 
one  of  the  leading  teams  in  the  South.  This  team  set  a  new  record  in  the  mile  event  at  the 
Southwestern  relay  carnival  with  the  fast  time  of  3:25.2.  These  boys  followed  through  the  season 
making  record  time  and  capturing  this  event  in  every  meet. 

Normal  also  had  one  of  the  fastest  dashmen  in  the  South  in  Cook.  Cook  showed  that  he  was 
a  real  sprinter  when  he  pushed  Tappino,  the  Olympic  sprinter,  to  the  limit  in  both  the  100-yard 
and  220-yard  at  the  district  meet.  Cook  will,  beyond  doubt,  give  Normal  plenty  to  talk  about 
this  year,  for  few  colleges  have  men  who  can  run  the  100  under  10  seconds. 

Seward  and  Cornish  were  constant  point  makers  in  the  javelin  throw.  We  are  sure  to  miss 
"Monkey"  Cornish,  but  we  are  certain  that  Seward  will  still  keep  the  javelin  around  180  feet 
or  better. 

Lee  Berry  is  one  of  the  best  quarter  men  in  the  S.  I.  A.  A.,  and  is  a  steady  winner  in  that 
event.  He  was  beaten  for  the  first  time  last  year  at  the  district  meet,  the  time  being  49.7.  Lee  is 
back  this  year  and  waiting  for  a  chance  to  run  that  race  again.     We  will  bet  on  Lee! 

Moorman,  Miller,  Rockhold,  and  Bailes  in  the  distance  events  did  creditable  work  for  Normal. 
They  are  all  back  in  school  and  will  be  hard  to  beat  this  year.  Johnson,  West,  Meson,  Dry, 
and  Stoker  in  the  field  events  also  aided  in  keeping  Normal  out  in  front.  The  '31  team  won  dual 
meets  from  Louisiana  College  and  Tech  by  wide  margins,  but  lost  to  Southwestern  in  a  close 
contest.     They   also  placed   third   in  the  district  meet. 

This  year  the  '32  team  has  opened  the  season  with  a  bang  by  capturing  the  440,  880  and 
mile  relays  at  carnival.  Seward,  Berry,  Cook,  and  Archibald  set  two  new  records  in  the  440 
and  880,  the  time  being  43.5  and  1:29.9,  respectively.  Berry,  Seward,  Archibald,  and  Webb  won 
the  mile  event,  but  failed  to  break  the  old  record    (held   by  Normal).     They  made  it  in  3:26.5. 

Seward  won  first  in  the  javelin,  whi'e  West  and  Nesom  placed  second  in  the  broad  jump 
arid  discus. 

The  two-mile  team,  composed  of  Moorman,  Miller,  Granier,  and  Young,  placed  third.  The 
total  points  gave  us  second  place  in  the  meet,  close  behind  L.  S.  U.,  who  won  first.  In  a  meet 
with  such  schools  as  L.  S.  U.,  Lovola,  North  Texas  Teachers,  Stephen  F.  Austin,  Louisiana  Col- 
lege, and  Southwestern  to  present  a  record  like  this,  we  may  expect  great  things  from  the  team 
before  the  season  ends.

The  Science  Club,  since  it  has  been  in  existence  in  19 19,  has  endeavored  to 
increase  interest  in  scientific  investigations  and  to  better  acquaint  its  members 
who  are  of  the  Science  Curriculum  group  with  the  field  of  Science.  It  broadens 
the  scope  of  its  members  by  supplementing  the  class  work  with  other  scientific 
knowledge.  This  club  has  been  a  source  of  learning  for  all  its  members  in  a 
most  pleasant  environment. 

The  members  of  the  Science  Faculty  willingly  aid  the  students  in  their  in- 
vestigations and  give  them  valuable  suggestions  at  their  regular  meetings  every 
two  weeks. 

Students  who  are  members  of  the  Science  Club  gain  experience  and  training 
that  will  be  of  importance  to  them  when  they  are  out  in  the  teaching  profession. 
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In  the-  Spring  of  the  year  ll^26  a  Spanish  club  wai 
organized  In  Mr.  Ernesto  Dobles.  who  had  just  arrived  to 
take  his  place  as  professor  of  Spanish  at  Normal.  This  or- 
ganization was  composed  almost  entirely  of  students  who 
were  taking  the  Spanish  course.  The  main  purpose  of  the 
club  at  this  time  was  to  study  the  literature  oi  Spain  and 
other  important  Spanish-speaking  countries.  Cervantes,  one 
of  Spain's  celebrated  writers,  was  the  most  interesting  subject 
of  study  and  it  was  in  his  honor  that  the  club  was  named  the 
"Sociedad  Cervantes.'*

As  vouth,  man.  husband,  planter,  patriot,  soldier,  leader,  executive,  statesman, 
President,  and  finallv  father  of  his  Country,  Washington  exemplified  three  vjreat 
cardinal  virtues  of  the  English  race:  I  oyalty,  courage,  and  generosity.  By  these  as 
simple  laws  of  conduct  he  reduced  his  problems.  Through  these  he  developed  his 
inspiring  personality.  A  versatile  man.  he  brought  to  all  his  activities  one  distin- 
guishing characteristic:  his  own  incorruptible  personal  integrity.     He  was  sound  in
